Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1-19, the prior art does not teach a current measurement apparatus 
for measuring the current flows in a transmission line particularly defined the 
characteristic of the magnetooptical device installed in a magnetic field generated based 
upon current that flows in the transmission line, applies the variation of polarization 
proportional to magnetization induced by the magnetic field to the polarized light when 
the polarized light radiated from the light source is incident and reflects the polarized 
light; in the combination with the other claimed features.
